The first day of school this 
year was not your normal be- 
ginning! Due to the construc- 
tion and new policies, the day 
was unorganized and very 
confusing. To top it off, it was 
storming outside and the elec- 
tricity was off for most of first 
hour! No one seemed to know 
whether you went to home- 
room or to first hour on this, 
the very first day of school. 
We soon learned, however, 
that homeroom had been cut 
out and school began at 8:10, 
instead of 8:20. 


The construction on the build- 
ing was the most confusing 
part of this year.

It really didn't seem to 
matter whether you were us- 
ing a makeshift lab in science 
or cooking blueberry muffins 
in a portable microwave in- 
stead of a conventional oven, 
the year was a success! A 
whole new attitude has taken 
hold at Franklin County this 
year, one of flexibility, pride 
and enthusiasm. I guess you 
could say we were all "under 
construction!"

Under Construction 


Construction was one of the 
many changes that occurred 
this year at Franklin County 
High. The science and home 
economics labs were expanded 
and rearranged, two new com- 
puter labs were added, a class- 
room for physically handi- 
capped students was built, 
and the library was expanded 
by 2000 square feet. A new 
heating and cooling system 
was installed throughout the 
entire school building. The to- 
tal cost (1.7 million dollars) of 
the construction was divided 
among nine contractors. 


The construction caused many 
problems at the beginning of 
the year. Some teachers that 
had had their own rooms for 
years ended up floating from 
room to room depending on 
when a room was free. The 
teachers weren’t the only ones 
affected by the room changes; 
the students, who were used

to the locations of their teach- 
er's old rooms, found them- 
selves walking into plywood 
boards the first few days of 
school. It was also frustrating 
for teachers trying to conduct 
class and for students trying 
to pay attention to class be- 
cause of the constant noise 
coming from the area desig- 
nated for construction. Anoth- 
er complication caused by the 
construction was the absence 
of a library for a major part of 
the first semester. Many 
teachers found themselves 
wanting to assign term papers 
but unable to do so because of 
the library situation. 


Our school went through 
many changes this year, and 
we will all benefit from them 
in the years to come. Our 
school in 1990-91 was literally 
"Under Construction".

A Place To Call Home 


Frankfort, in the eyes of some 
people, may appear to be just 
another town, but to us it’s 
home! It is a home of which 
we are very proud! 


Franklin County has a popula- 
tion of 44,000 people and is 
home of the state’s Capitol 
where the decisions of the 
various branches of the state 
government are made. Gover- 
nor Wallace Wilkinson pre- 
sides over the state in the 
Governor's Mansion which is 
located on Capitol Avenue in 
scenic downtown Frankfort. 
The beautiful Old Capitol 
Building serves as a tourist at- 
traction for people across the 
state. 


The Capitol and the various 
aspects of state government 
are not the only things that 
Frankfort has to offer. The 
Switzer Covered Bridge, one of 
only a few covered bridges in 
the nation, has stood for close 
to 145 years. "Save the 
Bridge" Days or Switzer Cov- 
ered Bridge Days were held 
this year in an attempt to 
raise money to refurbish the 
bridge in order to preserve it 
for future generations. 


Frankfort is also home of the 
state's Vietnam War Memori- 
al. The Memorial was built in 


1987 and is located off the 
East/West Connector. Built in 
the form of a sundial, the Me- 
morial lists all the names of 
fallen soldiers from across the 
state of Kentucky. On the an- 
niversary of the person's 
death, the name of the fallen 
soldier is illuminated by the 
sunlight from the sundial. 


The Floral Clock, which is lo- 
cated on the east side of the 
Capitol grounds, was built in 
the early 60's and is one of 
only two such clocks in the 
United States. The clock 
sports a 34 foot face and is 
adorned with live plantings to 
coincide with various seasons 
of the year. 


The grave site of one of Amer- 
ica's greatest explorers and 
adventurers, Daniel Boone, 
can be found in the Frankfort 
Cemetery. Liberty Hall also 
calls Frankfort home, while 
the home itself provides a res- 
idence for the "Old Gray 
Lady." The Hall, an extremely 
beautiful and historical house, 
is said to be haunted by the 
presence of an old gray lady. 


Though these are only a few 
of Frankfort’s many wonders, 
I think you will agree that 
Frankfort is truly a nice place 
to call our home.

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From Save The Planet 
To Kill Hussein 
News Was Made! 


This year has been quite a 
busy one on the international 
scene, with everything from 
“Save the Planet” to “Kill 
Hussein.” 


The year started off with cries 
of “Free at Last.” After 28 
years of captivity, Nelson 
Mandela was released. He was 
given a life sentence in 1962 
for plotting to overthrow the 
South African Government. 
He became one of the most 
influential prisoners in the 
world. He appeared on shows 
like OPRAH and DONAHUE to 
spread his message of freedom 
and democracy. 


The picture perfect couple, 
Donald and Ivana Trump, split 
this year causing the media to 
explode with rumors of di- 
vorce. To top off these rumors, 
there were cries of bankrupt- 
cy. It seemed that the great 
Trump Empire was falling. 


After many years of struggle 
and months of debate, East 
Germany and West Germany 
became the Federal Republic 
of Germany. The new country 
will have a total population of 
nearly 78 million people. 


The Soviet Union underwent 
great difficulty this year, with 
shortages of food and money. 
President Mikhail Gorbachev 
is struggling to unite the Sovi- 
et Union. The Communist Par- 
ty and government agree that 
reform is needed, but disagree 
on how to achieve it. 


On May 16, 1990, puppeteer 
Jim Henson died from a severe 
case of pneumonia. His most 
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famous puppets were Kermit, 
Miss Piggy, Fozzie Bear, 
Gonzo, Big Bird, Cookie Mon- 
ster, Bert and Ernie. 


2-Live Crew caused great con- 
troversy with their album “As 
Nasty as you Wanna Be.” Flor- 
ida police arrested several of 
the band’s members saying 
their concerts and albums 
were obscene. Despite all the 
legal battles, they are still go- 
ing strong, exercising their 
freedom of speech. 


On August 2, 1990, following 
negotiations and promises by 
Iraq’s dictator, Saddam Hus- 
sein, not to use force, a power- 
ful Iraqi army invaded Ku- 
wait. Within three days, 
120,000 Iraqi troops with 850 
tanks had poured into Kuwait. 
The United States wasted no 
time in answering the aggres- 
sion. The United States imme- 
diately built up a force of well 
over 100,000 U.S. troops. Oper- 
ation Desert Shield was well 
on its way. On January 15, 
1991, Operation Desert Storm 
began. The war was short 
lived, with Saddam Hussein 
pulling his troops out of Ku- 
wait within two months of the 
beginning of the war. 


On the lighter side, this year 
marked a new beginning for 
MTV — the broadcasting of 
anti-litter commercials and 
Save the Planet commercials. 
MTV also aired commercials to 
remind us to “Rock the Vote” 
to keep our freedom of speech.

Money! Money! Money! The 
parents of FO's seniors are 
getting tired of hearing this 
word.

For many seniors the expense 
starts early because they 
choose to take their senior pic- 
tures in the summer. Senior 
portraits range in cost from 
$100 to $300 depending on 
your choice of photographer 
and number of prints pur- 
chased. "My -pictures were 
taken by Riggs Williams and 
for $120 I got 100 wallets, 20 
3x5, 2 5x7, and 1 8x10. I also 
got to keep all my proofs 
which were about 40 pic- 
tures," senior Cynthia Lewis 
commented. It seems just 
when the senior portraits are 
finally squared away that it's 
time to order graduation sup- 
plies such as graduation an- 
nouncements, thank you 
cards, memory books, senior 
keys, caps, gowns, and tassels. 
An order could run anywhere 
from $40 to $200. 


During the school year, there 
are many needs for a little 
cash now and then, too. For 
example, needing lunch mon- 
ey every day can really add 
up! The total average of lunch 
money needed for a full year 
is about $360. The combined 
cost of $49 for a senior sweat- 
shirt and a yearbook is the 
price you pay for your souve- 
nir collection. 


The biggest and most costly 
event of the year is spring 
break. The usual trip is to 
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Daytona Beach, Florida. 
About $700 is enough for a 
plane ticket, hotel room, 
meals, and spending money. 
Senior Whitney Sherrard 
found a way to get around the 
expensive cost. "Even though 
my trip only costs about $200, 
I'm only paying hotel costs for 
half a week. I’m going with 
youth group and aside from all 
the fun, we're working for 
room and board, through 
Wednesday," Sherrard ex- 
plains. 


Prom night is the most expen- 
sive night of a senior's year. 
The girls buy an evening gown 
and all the accessories that go 
with it! That gown could cost 
anywhere from $300 to what- 
ever you're willing to spend!

The 2-8 record of the 1990 Fly- 
er football team was certainly 
no indication of the quality 
and talent of this squad. This

Mrs. Saundra Epley, the head 
of the English department 
stated, “The philosophy of the 
English department is to guide 
the student to use his lan- 
guage with competence, pow- 
er, and enjoyment; and to aid 
his discrimination in reading, 
writing, speaking, and think- 
ing.” 


A variety of classes make up 
the Language Arts depart- 
ment at Franklin County High 
School. These classes include 
English, journalism, and year- 
book. 


All students are individuals, 
but one thing they all have in 
common is English class. Our 
school curriculum requires 
four units of English in order 
to graduate.

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Math Department 
Adds Up 


At Franklin County High 
School, the Math Department 
is trying to work on an estab- 
lished backbone of basic skills 
and are only making a few 
changes into this school year. 


One highly noticeable change 
and improvement was the ad- 
dition of large blue graphing 
calculators for every student 
taking pre-caleulus. Each stu- 
dent was required to purchase 
one of these $80 wonders 
which are truly small comput- 
ers with the major flaw of cor- 
roding batteries. Besides pre- 
calculus, the calculators found 
their way into classes ranging 
from geometry to calculus. 
They have helped to give a 
better understanding of how 
functions in higher math were 
developed and now under- 
stood. 


Ruth Casey heads up the vary- 
ing talents included in the F.C. 
Math Dept. Classes range from 
basic algebra to pre-calculus

The FCHS Math Dept, by 
building a stronger base in 
pre-algebra and algebra with 
freshmen, is hoping to turn 
out a more advanced Senior 
Class by the time the current 
freshmen approach gradua- 
tion. Their goal is to encour- 
age students to get through 
Algebra II, and possibly into 
pre-calculus, or even calculus 
classes. The “Established 
Backbone” is in good stature 
and use.

Classes 
such as functional English, 
history, math, and science are 
offered to these students. 
Classes are conducted like reg- 
ular classes, but are based on 
an individual’s need and move 
at an individual pace. 


Along with the basic classes, 
students are offered what is 
called work experience. Work 
experience is a program for 
juniors and seniors who have 
had two classes in the work 
experience program. Through 
the program, the students are 
employed at Frankfort area 
work sites and are required to 
work at least 20 hours a week. 


The students usually find 
their own jobs and receive two 
credits for their work. 


Mrs. Rector stated, “We hope 
to establish a learning envi- 
ronment that encourages each 
individual to develop to his or 
her full capacity. We hope to 
help students work to their 
highest ability, hopefully 
achieving a high school diplo- 
ma and acquiring skills that 
will help them in the world of 
work.” 


The six teachers that make up 
the Community Based Educa- 
tion Department are Rita Rec- 
tor — department head, Kelly 
Nelson, Bobbi Anderson, Jean
